O! the ENERGE- 
TICAL Etficacious Eloquence contained in 
this Chriſtian Ox AT to. But as the Wieſt, & 
Wealthicſt PRINCE that ever was or will be, 
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1 Kings hed 12. 13. has abſolutely aſſured us, 
There is not a juſt Man on Earth that doeth Good 
and ſinneth not, Eccleſiaſtes 7. 20. It is NOT 
SCRIPTURAL or REASONABLE to Expect 
PERFECTION in any Earthly PRINCE. 
But I Dety the Enemies of His Preſent Britiſh 
Majeſty (if he has any) to prove wherein he has 
in any Inſtance, wilfully receded, or not fulfilled 
His CoxoN AT TON Oath, to this 26th of October 
1770, which is now this Day, Ten Years ſince 
He has been Proclaimed KING of ENGLAND: 
And if there has been any Blunders in His 
Princely Government, it has been owing, to 
His being impoſed on, by Fallacious Iaſinuati- 
ons and Miſrepreſentations, the too common 
Vices, of Deiſtical, Sophiſtical, and Irreligious 
Pretenders to Chriſtianity, Deſigning Self- in- 
tereſted-Sycophantizers. Such Human Leeches 
are ſome of the greateſt of Nuiſances, the 
Peſts of Civil Government, which are experi- 
enced more or leſs in every Chriſtian Country. 
If a SERAPHIM, one of the higheſt Order 
of the Angelic HOST, was to Reign as a 
temporal Prince on Earth, he would be charged 
with fome Error or other, Job 4. 18. Liable to 
be Impofed on by Lucifertan Deceivers. 
Specious Hypocrites, as no one knows the 
HEART but GOD. However, A PRINCE 
Particularly ought to guard againſt all Deception 
whatever (as much as poſſible,) which can 
only be with certainty, but by Traſting in the 
Lord with alt Hrs Heart, and not to lean unto 
His own Unde! Handing, but in all his Ways to ac- 


Anwvwledze GOD in Order to be directed by him, & 
Ave 
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nut to be wiſe in his own Eyes, but to far . 
Lord, and depart from Evil, Prov. z. 

For theſe that Ruleth over Men muſt #4 7%. 
Ruling in the fear of God, 2 Sam. 23. 3. For 
Righteouſneſs exalteth a Nation, but Sin is the 
Reproach of any People, Prov. 14, 34. A wiſe 
King ſeattereth the 'WWicked, Prov. 20. 26. 

For it is tbe Honour of a King to ſearch 
out a Matter ; If the Wicked is remov- 
ed from before him, bis Throne ſhall be 
eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs, Prov. 25. 2, 5. 
When the Righteous are in Authority, the People 
Rejoice, but when the Wicked Beareth Rule, the. 
People Mourn, Prov. 29. 2 Therefore it is the 


Wiſdom of all Chriſtian Princes, not to make 


Choice of any Men whomſoever-to be Miniſters 
of State, or PRIVY Counſellors Merely for their 
HONORARY. Titles or earthly Riches, but 
for their Moral Excellence, Divine Graces which 
Cauſe them Truly ILLUSTRIOUS ; Honour- 
able both in the Sight of God and all good Men. 
The holy Scriptures do not Proclaim the Rich 
of the World to be more EXCELLENT than 
Their Neighbours ; but that the Righteous are, 
Prov. 12. 26. The Saints of the Earth are 
the Excellent, Pfal. 16. 3. For a Man of 
Underſtanding is of an excellent Spirit, Prov. 1 17. 
27. But great Men are not always Wiſe, 
Job 32. 9. unleſs they are in their own conceit; 
but the Poor that hath Underſtanding ſearch- 
eth them out, Prov. 28. 11. A poor wiſe Man, 
by his Wiſdom ſaved a City from Deſtruction, 
Eccleſ. 9. 15. Therefore in order for GREAT 
BRITAIN to have Senſible Religious Good Men 
| in 
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in the Adminiſtration of Public Government, It 
would be the WISDOM of His M JESTY, 
to Order His Subjects, (as Moszs did, ) to look 
amongſt themſelves, for wife and Underſtanding 
Men, known to be ſuch, as DO real Good with 
their own private Fortune, let it be what it will, 
and that no limited. yearly Revenue ſhould be 
neceſſary for them to be in Poſſeſſion of. In 
Caſe they were able Men, fuch as feared God, 
Men of Truth, hating Covetouſne/ſs ; and that 
they ſhould be made Choice of Annually; which 
— be an abſolute check on Candidates 
for Members of Parliament to offer Bribes, in 
order to be Elected, and put a final ſtop to falſe- 
Swearing, the HEIN O Us Sin of our NATION 
(PERJURY) which is recorded in holy WRIT, 
very diſpleaſing to God, Exod, 2 3. Deut. 
16. 19. 1 Sam. 8. nr 
Job. N 5. 34+ Pill. 26. 10. Prov. 29. 4. 
Iſa. 33. 15. Amos 5. 12. And in ORDER to 
Prevent NATIONAL Unhappineſs it would 
be the Wiſdom and Intereſt of the EtxcTors 
in every COUNTY, CITY, & BOROUGH 
in ENGLAND, to make Cxoice of no Men 
for their Repreſentatives in Parliament, but 
what are Scripturally Qualified as thoſe were 
whom MOSE lands RuLEgRs over the P 
«« Able Men, that is, Men of Good Senſe, of ſolid 
Judgment, unwavering Reſolution, Ecclel. 8. 
Joſhua 24. 15. of clear Heads and inflexib : 
Hearts ; not to be Daunted by Frowns, or in- 

veigled by Smiles, or impoſed on by Syco- 
+ phants, Flatterers, Deceivers, 2 Sam. 3. 25.

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6. and 43. 1. and 55. 33. Pſal. 120. 2, Iſai

to underſtand his Way, but the Folly of Fools is 
deceit, Prov. 14. 8. The Excellency of Know- 
ledge is, that Wiſdom giveth Life to them that 
have it, Eccleſ. 7. 12. Wiſdom ſtrengtheneth 
the Wiſe, more than ten Men which live in the 
City, Ecc. 7. 19. Scriptural qualified Men 
for CIVIL GOVERNMENT are ſuch as 
*« fear God, that is, Thoſe who have a conſtant 
Senſe of HIS All-ſeeing Eye, Pf. 139. Prov. 
15. 7 (His Eyes being ten Thouſand Times 
Brighter than the Sun, beholding all the Ways of 
Men, Eccleſiaſticus 23. 19.) And who by their 
Speech, & Converſation, manifeſt, they are prac- 
tically Senſible ; and are to be accountable for 
every idle Word they ſpeak, Matt. 12. 36. 37. 
And for every evil Action, Matt. 25. 2 Cor. 
5. 10. Prov. 14. 13. The fear of the Lord ts 
to hate Evil, Pride, and Arrogancy, Prov. 8. 
13. ſo as to Depart from it, which is Under» 
ſtanding,: Job 28. 28. To flee from alluring 
Temptations, ſaying with virtuous Joſeph, How 
can I do this Wickedneſs and Sin againſt God? 
Gen. 39. 9. This isa Rational Argument which 
ought to be Prevalent with Mankind, and 
would by the Grace of God, be a Means of 
cauſing us to Ab/tain from ail Appearance of 
Evil, 1 Thell. 5. 22. The fear of the Lord 
is not to be Self-Conceited, Prov. 3. 5. Ch. 26. 
12. Ch. 28. 11. Not to think of ourſelves more 
highly than we ought to think, Rom. 12. 3. 
Minding not high Things, but condeſcending

to Men of low Eſtate, Ver. 16. EVER for to 
Remember the pooreſt Perſons in the World are 
Our Brethren, fallible Mortals, who have the 
very ſame Kind of Blood run through their 
Veins, 10 — 26. and are in God's Eſtimation

MORE — IM than the KICH are, for a 
little that a RIGHTEOUS Man hath, is better 
than the Riches of many Wicked, Pſal. 3 
for a good Man is ſatisfied from himſelf, y — 
14. 14. The true fear of God is Proof againſt 
Injuſtice, Gen. 42. 18, 2 Sam. 23. 3, They 
will not be Oppreſſive in any Kind or De- 
gree, Witneſs good Governor NREHNMIAR, who 
for twelve Years ſucceſſively in the GOVERN- 
MENT under KING ARTAXERXES, Gene- 
nerouſly ſerved his King and Country from a 
Principle of the fear of God, who Refuſed the 
cuſtomary Reward that the Governors his Pre- 
deceſſors had before him, becauſe he would not 
be chargeable to the People, not to be Hogs = 
or Oppreſſive to the Community. Neh. 5. 1 
Which was true PATRIOTISM ; Becaule 
1t is manifeſted by Actions, which is infinitely 
preferable to Words, and fair Speeches, and 
ougght to be a Precedent and Example to all 
CHRISTIAN SENATORS and Repreſenta- 
tives in Parliament, particularly thoſe who are 
in Affluent Ciociunaeapat not to be ſo mean 
ſpirited as to .receive Hundreds a Year out of 
the PuBL1c Money, which is Accumulated out 
of the Abſolute Neceſſaries of every poor Fa- 
mily in the Kingdom, many of whom cannot 
afford to buy a joint of Meat one Day in the 
Week, or brew a Barrel of Ale for the Glorious 
Feſtivals of CHRISTMAS and EASTER. &c, 
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Therefore Oppreſſive to the Commonality,which 
is very Diſpleaſing to God, Job 35. 9. Pf. 12. 5, 
Prov. 28. 16. Ecc. 4. 1. Iſa. 33. 15. 
Scriptural Qualified Men 2 Civil Govern» 
ment, are alſo Men of Truth” Who ſpeak 
the very Sentiment of their Heart, Pf. 15. 2. 
The fifteenth Pſalm is a Beautiful Deſcription, 


an excellent Encomium, a conciſe Summary of 


Vital Practical Religion, It would be the 


Wiſdom of .all Parents to learn their Children 
by Heart this Pſalm, as ſoon as they could 
Speak Plain——And' if Mankind in General 
would Walk Righteouſfly, and Speak Uprightly, 


* and Deſpiſe the Gain of Oppreſſion, and ſcorn 


*« the taking of a Bribe.” Iſa. 33. 15. It would 
be one infallible Means of removing all National 
Unhappineſs and promoting univerſal Tran- 
quility. Scriptural Qualified Men for Civil 


Government Hate Covetouſneſs.” This Sin is 
of the moſt Deceptive Nature, Kind, and Degree 
of all Others Whatever, ——Thoſe who are 


very Rich, and Others who are in GOOD 


Circumſtances in Life, too frequently Term, 


(what in reality is in them Covetouſneſs) to be 
only Human Prudence, Frugality, Oeconomy, 
Notableneſs, which would be fo in Perſons ot 


lower Circumſtances of Life, but not fo in 
Them. For unto whomſoever much. is given, 


** of Him, ſhall much be required.” Luke 12. 48. 
Wealthy Perſons pow and then doing little 
Good, giving away five or ten Pounds ina Year, 
who have Thouſands a Year, or at leaſt Hun- 
dreds neat Value, may. he Scripturally term'd 


Covetous, or at leaſt not Liberal or Bountiful, 


becauſe 
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becauſe Divine Revelation requires, - yea moſt 
ſtrictly Commands thoſe who are Rich in the 
World, to be of A Noble, Generous, Spirit, 
Deut. 15. 14. To DO a great deal of Good, 
„ To be Rich in Good Works,” 1 Tim. 6. 18, 
Which Evidently Implies that Perſons in High 
Stations of Life may be Poor in Good Works, 
and the BLESSED JESUS, intimates to us 
thac a Poor Widow with one Farthing, may be 
Richer in Good Works, than many Wealthy 
People are, who out of their Abundance give 
Much, Mark 22. 4t. to end Luke 21. 1 to 5. 
On the moſt Deliberate Serious Conſideration, 
I think it can't be in TRUTH, conſiſtent with 
Divine Revelation, juſtly to Term thoſe who are 
in Affluent Circumſtances in Life to be“ Rich 
* in good Works,” unleſs they actually appro- . 
waa at leaſt one Twelfth Part of their Yearly 
NCOME, from One Hundred Pounds a 
Year upwards, to a Hundred Thouſand, Pro- 
portionable, or Adequate thereto, and Reſpeo- 
tively therefrom to Do RE AL Acts of Kind- 
neſs, Beneficence and Charity, to their Poor 
Brother Mortals, Deviſing Schemes and Methods 
to employ thoſe who are out of Work, to aſſiſt 
Others with the neceſſaries of Life who cannot 
aſſiſt themſelves, and alfo ſome with the conve- 
niences of Life, beſides the abſolute neceſſaries. 
To do good to All, but in a more eminent 
Manner to thoſe whom they have Reaſon. to 
Believe, Live agreeable to the Rules and Direc- 
tion of Chriſtianity, ** Who are of the Houſhold 
** of Faitb, Gal. 6. 10. for even a draught of 
Water given to ſuch Perſons will be Rewarded, 
| Matt. 
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« Matt. 10. 42. He that hath a Bountiful Eye 
« ſhall be Bleſſed: for he giveth of his Bread to 


* the Poor, Prov. 22. 9. The Righteous con- 


« fjdereth the cauſe of the Poor, but the Wicked 
« regardeth not to know it, Prov. 29. 7. The 
Liberal Deviſeth Liberal Things, Iſa. 32. 8. 
« God is glorified by Liberal Diſtributions unto 
« all Men, 2 Cor. 9. 13. It is the indiſpenſible 
« Duty of Chriſtians to maintain good Works 
« for neceſſary uſes, that they be not unfruitful, 
« Titus 3. 14. Therefore as there are many, 
many poor Families in England, both in Cities, 
Towns, and Villages, who ſcarcely taſte any 
Meat from Weeks end to Weeks end, it would 
be conſiſtent with Primitive Genuine Chriſtia- 
nity, for every Perſon who is in Aﬀuent Cir- 
cumſtances to keep an open Table for their Poot 
Neighbours, or Acquaintance at leaſt once 4 
Week, whom they ſhould invite Alternately. In 
the infancy of Chriſtianity at Jeruſalem Believers 
had all things Common, Acts 2. 44. Which 
at leaſt im + that thoſe who are wealthy 
ought to abound always in ordinary; and ſome- 
times in Extraordinary Works of Charity, look - 
ing on the Poor with ſympathy, behaving to- 
ward them with brotherly Affection, not ſaying 
unto them, depart in Peace, be ye warmed and 
be ye filled, and not ſupply them with the needſul, 
— 2. 16. But let them partake of your 
uttocks of Beef, Legs of Mutton, and Pork, 
&c. And on ſome particular rejoicing Days in 
the Year, when Mankind, as Chriſtians, and 
Proteſtants have Reaſon, Religiouſly to Rejoice 
in a yarticular Manner, as the Day *

by our Government to keep in commemoration 
the NATIVITY of our Bleſſed Lord, alſo His 
Glorious Aſcenſion in the Celeſtial Regions: 
And in commemoration of the MERCIFUL 
DISCOVERY of the Deviliſh Conſpiracy 
in 1605, which was to blow up by Gunpowder 
the KING, QUEEN, PRINCE, & NOBILITY, 
and GENTRY, in both Houſes of Parliament,* 
in order to Deſtroy PROTESTANTISM and

Grape, Deut. 32.14. Wine which cheareth G 
* and Man, Judges 9. 13. That maketh glad the 
Heart of Man, Pf, 104. 15. And to , give 
« ftrong Drink unto Him that is ready to Periſb, 
* and Wine to thoſe that be of a beavy Heart, 
% Prov. 31.6. Eat thy Bread with Joy, and 
« Drink thy Wine with a merry Heart, Ec. 9. 7. 
« As Feaſting is made for Laughter, and Wine 
% maketh Merry, Ecc. 10. 19. The Invitation of 
Poor Perſons, to partake of the good creatures of 
God at Feſtivals, would be agreeable to the 
Bleſſed Jeſus's Precept to one of the Chief of the 
Phariſees that had invited him to his- Houſe, 
« When thou makeſt a Dinner or Supper (aid 
« he) call not thy Friends, nor thy Brethren, 
neither thy Kinſmen, nor thy rich Neighbours; 
let they alſo bid thee again, & à recompence 
* be made thee, but when thou makeſt a Feaſt, 


call 
# Scc Fox's Book of Martyrs, 
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« call the Poor, the mained, the lame, the blind, 
« and thou ſhall be Bleſſed : for they cannot recom 
« pence thee: for thou ſhall be recompenſed at the 
« Reſurrettion of the 70, Luke 14. 12. 13. 14. 
This GENUINE Chriſtianity, is too much neg- 
lected in our Day by many Perſons of all Deno- 
minations who make great Profeſſion of Religion 
in all other Reſpects, but if this good OLD 
ENGLISH Hoſpitality was more frequently 
Practiſed by the Kich, they would find their Lives 
much HAPPIER, more Beloved by their 
NEIGHBOURS, which would be for their 
'Temporal, as well as SPIRITUAL Advantage. 

It is now ſeven Years ſince I finiſhed my Tra- 
vels all over ENGLAND, when I ſlept in three 
Hundred different Beds & upwards every Year 
for five Vears together: Iheard of two Gentlemen, 
of very OPPULENT Fortunes,' of conſiderable 
ESTATES, that lived not many Miles diſtance 
from each Other, one of the Gentlemen invit- 
ed the Other to Dine with Him, with many 
OTHERS and made a very Handſome Country 
DINNER, with Butchers Meat, and alſo 
Poultry and Fiſh, and with moſt ſorts of 
Liquids. Soon after His Servants had Dined, 
He took the Gentlemen to ſhew them, in what 
Manner he fed His Pack of Hounds, which 
was the remains of Pieces of Beef and Mutton, 
as his Servants had left: Within a Month after 
the other Gentleman invited Him with mot 
part of the ſame Company, & made as Elegant 
an Entertainment. As ſoon as the Cloth was 
removed from the Table, and Wine, October, 
'Cycer and Fruit were put before them. He 
ordered

ordered his Servant to throw open two Large 
Folding Doors which ſeparated a very conſider» 


able other Dining Room, wherein was two 
Long Tables, furniſhed with the ſubſtantial 


Diſhes that had juſt went from his own Table, 


FEASTING His Poor Neighbours both Men 
and Women, dreſt Homely, yet neat and clean, 

artaking of the good Creatures with His own 

rvants, with Chearful Countenances, and 
Thankful Hearts. —O! the PLEASURE, that 
ſuch Noble ſpirited Gentry hava, in thus-like 
acting, agreeable to the Dictates of Humanity, 
(Natural Religion,) ſtrengthened and corrobo- 
rated by the Dictates of Chriſtianity, eſpecially 
when ſuch Perſons act from a Principle of do- 
ing Good to thoſe Poor Perſons whom they 


have Reaſon to Believe are real Chriſtians, 


« Becauſe they belong to Chriſt, Mark 9. 41. 
WHO will moſt graciouſly ſay to Them, at the 
Grand and A Day of Judgment, Inaſmuch 
at ye have done unto one of the leaſt of theſe my 
Brethren, ye have done unto me, come ye 55 
of my Father, inherit the Kingdom prepared fo 
you from the foundation of the World, Matt. 25. 
34. 40. Theſe momentous Conſiderations, theſe 
unſpeakable Self intereſted Duties, ought to 
Rouſe every Rich mean ſpirited covetous Perſon 
who makes a Profeſſion of Chriſtianity : The 
neglect of theſe Chriſtian Duties will be dread-

were Zealous Practical Real Chriſtians, from a 
PRIME MINISTER: to a Petty Conſtable, 
they would be very aſſiduous to put our excel- 
lent Laws in full force againſt all Profaneneſs

means would be to Enact a Law that no News-
